My Dear People: 

When our new Cathedral is dedicated on As¬ 
cension Day, May 10th, it will be a great day for 
the Diocese, the partial realization of a dream that 
has been ours since 1918. 

Yet the Diocese has contributed very little so 
far towards the realization of that dream. The 
cost is being chiefly met by the people of All 
Saints’. They do this cheerfully, because they know 
that the Cathedral is also their parish church, the 
home of their worship and family life. 

But in a real sense the new Cathedral is their 
gift to the Diocese. It belongs to them, but it 
belongs also to us. We shall use it for Diocesan 
services. It will be the spiritual centre of our 
Diocesan life. 

I am convinced that as the whole Cathedral 
plan develops we can and should share the cost 
of further building. But there is something that 
we can do now. 

The East Window in the new Cathedral will 
be a memorial to Bishop Gray, the first Bishop of 
Edmonton. 

There must be many of you who knew Bishop 
Gray and will want to share in this memorial to 
him and to his wife. Certainly it would be impos¬ 
sible to find anyone more deserving of remem¬ 
brance. 

Bishop Gray’s work in what was to be the 
Diocese of Edmonton began when he was still a 
Deacon, in 1895. First at Holy Trinity, then at All 
Saints’, and later as Archdeacon, he saw the City 
of Edmonton grow from a small hamlet. His service 
to the community was outstanding. He formed the 
first Boy Scout Troop in the city. He was for 
many years a judge of the Juvenile Court. Pie was 
the proud possessor of Newsboys’ Badge No. 1, 
and he wore it at all times on the lapel of his coat. 



In 1914 he became the first Bishop of the 
newly formed Diocese of Edmonton, and he guided 
the life of all our parishes until his resignation in 
1931. 


As I go round the diocese I find many who still 
remember Bishop Gray, and who tell me that they 
were confirmed by him. To all such I suggest a 
donation—it need not be large.

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THE RETIREMENT OF OUR 
SECRETARY-TREASURER 

At the January meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Diocese a letter was read in 
which the Venerable S. F. Tackaberry tendered 
his resignation as Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Diocese. It was accepted with a real sense of 
regret and with expressions of appreciation for 
his work throughout the years. We had known 
for some time past the Archdeacon would be 
relinquishing his work at the Synod Office at the 
end of March, having reached the age of retire¬ 
ment, but now that the time has come we realize 
what he has meant to our Diocesan life over the 
past years and how much he will be missed. 

Archdeacon Tackaberry has spent most of his 
ministry in this Diocese. A graduate of Trinity 
College, Toronto, he first served the Church in the 
parishes of Jasper and Newborough in the Diocese 
of Ontario. It must have been about that time he 
heard the familiar call "Go West, young man!" 
for he came to this Diocese in 1923, first as Incum¬ 
bent to the Church of the Good Shepherd and then 
as Rector of St. Peter's from 1924-39. He was made 
a Canon of the Cathedral in 1938, and appointed 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Diocese in 1939. The 


following year he was made Archdeacon of Edmon¬ 
ton South and, later, honoured with the degree 
of Doctor in Divinity by St. John's College, Winni¬ 
peg. He has represented the Diocese at a number 
of General Synods and on the Executive Committee 
of General Synod and enjoys a wide circle of 
friends and well-wishers throughout the whole 
Church. Since 1953 he has also undertaken the 
duties of Incumbent of the Parish of St. Michael's 
and All Angels. 

It was whilst he was Rector of St. Peter's 
Church and Chairman of the Diocesan Board of 
Religious Education that he gave the leadership in 
the establishment of a Diocesan Summer Camp at 
Lake Wabamun. For three years, beginning in 
1933, he organized Summer Schools for Clergy and 
Lay Workers at Seba Beach. In 1936, thanks 
largely to his enthusiasm, the property at Kapasi- 
win was acquired and work commenced, on a per¬ 
manent Summer Camp. Since then Kamp Kapasi- 
win has grown to become an important part in 
the summer activity of our Church. 

As Secretary-Treasurer for the past sixteen 
years, the Archdeacon has played an active part 
in the work and development of our Diocese. He 
has served in the Synod Office under three Bishops, 
and they have valued the faithful and conscien¬ 
tious service which he has rendered. During these 
years he has established a close contact with 
every parish and has visited many of our con¬ 
gregations. No one has a better knowledge and 
understanding of the problems affecting each 
parish^ and Diocese. The office of Secretary- 
Treasurer is one of great responsibility, and Arch¬ 
deacon Tackaberry has acted with sympathy, 
patience and firmness. His unfailing courtesy in 
his dealings with the Clergy and Lay Representa¬ 
tives of the parishes has won for him the respect 
and affection of the Diocese. 

Throughout his work and ministry he has been 
much helped at all times by Mrs. Tackaberry. She 
has laboured with equal distinction both in the 
parish and in the Woman's Auxiliary, of which 
she was the Diocesan President for a number of 
years. It is a matter of real satisfaction that they 
will continue to make their home in Edmonton. 
Their advice and help will be sought on many 
occasions. Especially do we look for great things 
in the Parish of St. Michael's and All Angels when 
the Archdeacon is able to give it his undivided 
attention. We suspect it has enjoyed a foremost 
place in his interest and affection ever since he 
first took over its ministrations and saw its possi¬ 
bilities.

Large Capital Expenditure 
In Church Growth 

1955 was a record year for the Dio¬ 
cese of Edmonton in one respect at 
least. Capital expenditures for new 
buildings and property totalled $307,000, 
00. Almost $17,000.00 was spent on up¬ 
keep and maintenance bringing the total 
expended on Church buildings to $324,- 
000.00 for the year. 

Largely accounting for the sum was 
the expenditure involved in the partial 
construction of All Saints’ Cathedral a 
sum of $150,000.00. 

Priest Of Diocese 
Dies In England 

Word has reached us of the death of 
the Rev. Theodore Allwork on February 
9th of this year. He served as honorary 
lay reader in St. Luke’s Parish Edmonton 
from 1913 to 1916. Following service 
with the C.E.F. overseas he returned to 
Edmonton in 1918 to be ordained dea¬ 
con in 1919 and priested in 1920. A 
first class in Honours History at the 
University of Alberta he graduated in 
1922 and served curacies in All Saints’ 
and Christ Church parishes. He will 
be remembered by old timers in Calder 
where he was priest in charge of the 
Church of the Good Shepherd for two 
years. 

Later he served as assistant at St. 
James’ West Derby, Liverpool and Rec¬ 
tor of St. Margaret’s and All Hallows’ 
Oxford, Warrington. The latter post he 
held from 1928 until his death. 

He is remembered by Miss F. Beeby, 
sister, and by others who remember him 
from his days in the Diocese.

A Rural Dean For 
Wetaskiwin 



The Rev. Warren Greatrex has been 
appointed Rural Dean of Wetaskiwin 
it has been announced at the Synod 
Office. Mr. Greatrex, the Rector of We¬ 
taskiwin, takes over the office from the 
Rev. E. M. Evans, who has accepted a 
post in Vancouver. Once again, the 
Deanery headquarters returns to We¬ 
taskiwin, where it was when the Rector 
of Wetaskiwin, the Rev. F. E. Smith, was 
also Rural Dean. 

Canon T. W. Teape Elected Sec¬ 
retary Treasurer of The Diocese 

The Synod Office will soon see a new 
Secretary treasurer take over the reins 
from Archdeacon Tackaberry. The Exe¬ 
cutive Committee received a letter from 
the Archdeacon asking that his resigna¬ 
tion be made effective on March 31st 
of this year. An article of appreciation 
will be found elsewhere in this issue. 

The new Secretary Treasurer will be 
Canon Teape, who takes over the position 
on Easter Day. He will still be available 
for consultation on the Every Member 
Canvass and Visitation. The Archdeacon 
will continue as Vicar of the Parish of 
St. Michael and All Angels in North 
Edmonton. 


Evangelism Programme 
Under Way 

The first phase of the Diocesan Pro¬ 
gramme for “Intensified Evangelism” 
has recently begun with the coming of 
Lent. Parishes, urged to pray about and 
discuss the subject are aided by material 
supplied through the Synod Office by 
the Committee on Evangelism. Recom¬ 
mended for preliminary study is a ser¬ 
mon entitled “The True Function of the 
Parish” by the Rev. John Heuss, Rector 
of Holy Trinity Church, New York. 
Copies of this sermon have been sent in 
large numbers to the Parish clergy of 
the Diocese. 

Prayer cards on evangelism have also 
been issued in large numbers to enlist 
the prayers of all Anglican Families in 
the Diocese. The prayers are convenient¬ 
ly said at grace before meals and are of 
such a nature as to be understood by the 
children at the family table. For the con¬ 
venience of those who have not received 
a prayer card and wish to join the Dio¬ 
cese in prayer for God’s blessing upon 
the evangelistic work of the Church, a 
copy is printed below.

Mr. Crowle will fill the vacancy left 
by the removal of the Rev. A. G. Hoop¬ 
er to St. Andrew’s Parish, Camrose, last 
month. 
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Church At Jarvie 
Acquires Furnishings 

Efforts at Jarvie to fix up the Church, 
received a big boost at the meeting of 
the Executive Meeting when permission 
was granted for furnishings to be placed 
there from the Anglican Church build¬ 
ing at Dapp. The Dapp Church has been 
unused by the Anglican Church for some 
years but has been used recently by the 
United Church of Canada. It is expected 
that the Church will be sold by the 
Diocese of Edmonton in the near fu¬ 
ture. 

The Rev. Leslie Corness 
Temporary Appointment 
To Edson 

The Rev. Leslie Corness, Vicar of 
Drayton Valley and associated points 
will be moved temporarily from his 
Vicarage to live at Edson during the 
Spring months. He goes to St. Faith’s 
Mission to fill the vacancy left by the 
Rev. J. G. Gardiner. It is expected that 
he will return to permanent residence 
in the Parish of All Saints’ Drayton Val¬ 
ley in June. He will continue to minister 
to the parish, however, from Edson. 

Before Mr. Corness moved to All 
Saints’ it was in the cure of souls of St. 
Faith’s Mission, Edson. 

The Rev. J. R. Flagler Come 
to Wainwright 

As previously reported in the Edmon¬ 
ton Churchman, the Rev. John Flagler, 
recently with the chaplaincy service, will 
be coming to the Diocese of Edmonton. 
After having to postpone his arrival some 
months, he will take up residence in the 
Parish of St. Thomas, Wainwright on 
Easter Day, April 1st. 

Mr. Flagler has been Rector of St. 
Georges, Brandon and later of St. Mary’s 
Parish Hamilton. He is a graduate of 
Wycliffe College, Toronto. 

Consort and Monitor Transferred 
to Qu’Appelle

The Mothers' 
Union 

The fourth Sunday in Lent, falling 
this year on March 11th, is well known 
in England, and to Mothers’ Union 
members throughout the world, as 
Mothering Sunday. Very little recog¬ 
nized on this side of the Atlantic, 
it is the original “Mothers’ Day.” Ob¬ 
served for many long years in the old 
country, it is a day of family re-union, 
centering around the attendance of 
Divine Service as a famlily unfit. 

Children, more especially in past years, 
made a point of returning home on this 
particular day, taking their gift of the 
simnal cake, to show their love for 
their Mother, to pay their tribute to the 
importance of the family in everyday 
life, particularly so in family worship. 

In one church in England today, it is 
the custom to have tiny bunches of 
flowers gathered from all parts of the 
parish at the Chancel steps on Mothering 
Sunday. During the service each child 
present, goes forward to receive one of 
these, to offer to the Mother of the 
family. It is a touching sight to watch 
them smilingly present their gifts. 

This emphasis on the real spirit of 
Mothering Sunday—the honoring of 
motherhood, is in contrast with the spirit 
of commercialism largely associated with 
Mothers’ Day on this Continent. Too 
often the spiritual significance of our 
festivals is clouded by materialism, thus 
tarnishing the beauty of their deeper 
meaning. 

March 25th marks the Feast of the 
Annunciation of the Blessed Virgin Mary 
—observed by Mothers’ Union Members 
throughout the world by Corporate com¬ 
munion. On this day we commemorate 
God’s honoring the Mother of Christ by 
choosing her to be the human instrument 
in his first Advent here on Earth. 
Let us, as modern mothers, accept our 
high office, and fulfil the responsibilities 
that are ours in the training of our 
children in the Christian way of life, 
and by being examples of the same.

Parents and Children

After 
prayers and hymns the students go to 
their classes, the parents remain for a 
short Bible study and for the remainder 
of the Communion service. The whole 
concludes at 10.45 a.m. and the families 
go home as they came, to-gether.

Flood Relief Appeal Progresses 
but More Money Needed 

The India Flood Relief Appeal author¬ 
ized by The Anglican Church of Canada 
is progressing well. Through this Appeal 
funds are raised to help in the rehabilita¬ 
tion of thousands of families whose homes 
and means of livehood have been de¬ 
stroyed by floods in the Dioces of 
Amritsar, in North India. Relief work is 
being carried under the direction of the 
Rt. Rev. C. R. H. Wilkinson. 

Writing of the flood conditions one 
correspondent says, “It would be hard to 
estimate the continued starvation unless 
food is gotten to these people in vast 
quantities. Milk, butter, oil, grain, vita¬ 
mins, and clothes are going to be needed 
for months so that people may go about 
rebuilding their homes, replacing the 
crops over thousands of square miles.”

Different Attitudes Regarding 
Spiritual “Food” 

The human mind is apt to work in 
peculiar ways. Most people in good 
health, when served an appetizing meal, 
are happy to take knife and fork in hand 
and enjoy it. They don’t demand certifi¬ 
cates attesting to the purity of each and 
every ingredient, nor do they flatly refuse 
to partake of food unless the entire 
process of digestion is first explained and 
proved to their complete satisfaction. 
Most people oat the meals set before 
them and are satisfied. 

But when it comes to the spiritual 
food which all of us need, whether we 
realize the fact or not, there are people 
who take a very differernt attitude. 
Nothing is to be accepted on faith. The 
very Lord of God must be brought down 
to their level of intelligence, often sub¬ 
jected to the higher criticism of unbeliev¬ 
ers, and—unless it conforms to their 
personal ideas, prejudices, and conven¬ 
ience—it is either ignored, repected or 
despised. 

One cannot help marvelling at the 
patience of our Heavenly Father, who 
has condescended to make us His sons 
by adoption; of our Blessed Lord and 
Saviour, who suffered untold indignities 
and agonies in order that the way to 
eternal life might be open to us; and of 
the Holy Spirit, who continually strives 
against our indifference, waywardness, 
and unholy pride.

In¬ 
stead of the familiar Pyramid, the box 
is now in the form of a church. This 
box, red in color, has a stepple in front 
and a slot in the roof to receive the 
coins. 


A Lesson in Addressing 
the Clergy 

How to address the clergy—that seems 
to be a problem for a good many people^ 
I have Seen called “Reverend Bothwell” 
so many times that I thought perhaps 
we had better get the matter straightened 
out. 


“Reverend” is more an adjective than 
a title, and should never be used unless 
followed by the title “Mister” or else by 
the clergyman’s name, or initials. In this 
regard it is like the title “the Honorable 
Mr. Blank”—which is used by cabinet 
ministers. If you are speaking directly 
to a clergyman, therefore, just call him 
Mr. Blank, not Reverend Blank. But in 
speaking about him to someone else, or 
addressing a letter to him, say, “Mr. 
Blank”, or “The Rev. John Blank.” 

Some parishes in the Anglican Church 
call their rector “Father”—but many 
Anglicans dislike the term for parish 
clergy and reserve it only for members 
of religious orders. However, a good 
many call the clergy “padre”, a good 
army term which is always acceptable, 
even if it is just the Italian (or is it 
Spanish?) for “father”. 

In speaking to the dean, it is proper 
to call him “Mr. Dean”, and similarly to 
Call an archdeacon, “Mr. Archdeacon”. 
A bishop may be addressed as “My 
Lord”, and an archbishop as “Your 
Grace”... A canon is called by his 
title. 

Once again, the main point, and the 
one that seems to be least understood, is 
that for ordinary clergy like myself just 
“Mr. Bothwell” or “Padre” is correct: 
and “Reverend Bothwell” is wrong. 
Many people are so kind that they call 
the clergy “Doctor”—an honour which is 
not due unless the man in question has 
received a doctorate from some univer¬ 
sity. 


Hamilton Church Aids 
Eskimo Children 

The Niagara Anglican, Diocesan Publi¬ 
cation, reports that more than 50 families 
in St. Matthew’s Church Hamilton, Ont., 
have ‘adopted’ Eskimo children who are 
patients in the Mountain Sanatorium 
there. 

This plan of adoption was put into 
effect following an appeal by The Rt. 
Rev. W- E. Bagnall, Bishop of Niagara. 

Through Dr. H. T. Ewart, medical 
superintendent of the sanatorium, the 
rector of St. Matthew’s, the Rev. J. T. 
Hooton, arranged that each family would 
receive the names of one or more Es¬ 
kimo children whom they could adopt for 
the duration of their period of conva¬ 
lescence. 

The Eskimo children are all members 
of the Anglican Church. They are a great 
distance from their homes and their 
present environment is new and strange 
to them. The families who have adopted 
a child feel that it is a great privilege 
to be able to all they can to make the 
children’s stay as pleasant as possible.

It is cold outside but 
on this page we are offering you a warming 
thought — KAPASIWIN CAMP. According to the 
daily newspaper fishing-holes are being cut 
through the ice on Lake Wabamun. Three months 
from the date of your reading this copy of The 
Churchman we will be wading into that same 
lake and preparing the beach of the summer’s fun. 

Last year we had a great season at camp. 260 
boys and girls from all parts of the Diocese at¬ 
tended the four camps. Everyone enjoyed them¬ 
selves so much that we are looking forward to 
even bigger camps this year. We enjoy ourselves 
at Kapasiwin Camp for four reasons: 

a) . It is a very beautiful spot. We feel that we 
have the best of camp grounds. It has a good 
location; the beach and water are not too bad 
(although there is room for improvement) ; we 
have excellent facilities, for sleeping, eating, 
church, etc. 

b) . We have always been blessed with good 
leaders and many other good friends. These 
leaders and friends have given down through 
the years, of their time and talents to make 
“our camping days, happy days.” We are very 
grateful to all these people for without their 
enthusiasm and support there wpuld not be a 
Kapasiwin Camp. 

c) . It is the gathering place for good friends. 
People from all over the Diocese meet at camp 
and the resulting friendships are sources of 
joy and gladness for many years to come. Ev¬ 
eryone needs good Christian friends and one of 
the best places to meet such wonderful people 
is at Kapasiwin Camp. 

d) . Our Camp is hallowed ground because it is 
a place of memories. The trees, the buildings, 
the beach, the pump and so on, they have been 
the silent witnesses to the Spirit of God work¬ 
ing within the hearts and minds and souls of 
men, women, girls and boys. Here within the 
safety of His Camp, God has lifted many a care 
and worry. He has made His children laugh, 
sing, shout and play. He has brought people 
closer to each other and closer to Him. Kapasi¬ 
win strengthens our bodies and gives peace to 
our souls. 


In the next issue of The Churchman, we will 
have the dates for the various camps. Make your 
plans early. If you have never been before, ask 
your Rector about it. Last year we added many 
things to the grounds and buildings, not the least 
of which was “electric power”. This year we have 
a surprise for the boys and girls.

DO YOU REMEMBER? 

The Diocesan Summer School, held each year at Camp 
Kapasiwin, when young people and older folk gathered for 
ten happy days to enjoy a relaxing holiday, and to learn more 
about the life and work of the Church?

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PROVINCIAL SYNOD 


One of the chief questions asked at 
the Provincial Synod of Rupert’s Land 
held in Winnipeg on the first three days 
of February, 1956, might very well have 
been Hamlet’s query, “To be, or not to 
be,” or the Latin phrase used in Law 
“Cui bono”. In other words, should we 
trouble to have Provincial Synods at all? 
The Archbishop began by being pessi¬ 
mistic about the wisdom of perpetuating 
such meetings, but his final verdict was 
on a more favorable note. It was pointed 
out that many people attended Provincial 
Synod who were not on General Synod, 
and furthermore, that many subjects 
which received scant attention in General 
Synod because of a crowded agenda 
could be more fully ventilated at Provin¬ 
cial Synod. Someone said that the meet¬ 
ings would have more point if the de¬ 
partmental heads of M.S.C.C., G.B.R.E., 
and C.S.S. were present. The fact re¬ 
mains, however, that the power to legis¬ 
late, the power to control all monies, the 
power to implement all suggestions, lies 
in General Synod and nowhere else. 
Provincial Synod fills a secondary role 
and acts in an advisory capacity only. 

The Primatial See was a subject which 
provoked fireworks on the floor of the 
house. The Primate in his charge put it 
this way: “If I may presume to interpret 
I would say that Rupert’s Land was 
countered by Toronto, and Ottawa was 
the magic word which caught the imag¬ 
ination and carried the resolution.” The 
Ottawa resolution was to the effect that 
the Primate be given jurisdiction over 
what is now the Deanery of Clarendon, 
several parishes on the outskirts of Ot¬ 
tawa and in the diocese of Montreal, and 
possibly some part of the city or diocese 
of Ottawa itself, with a Province to con¬ 
sist of the newly constitued diocese, plus 
the dioceses of Yukon, Arctic, Moosonee 
and Keewatin. Chancellor Farthing of 
Calgary spoke with some feeling on this 
issue. He poured scorn on the Deanery 
of Clarendon, and also on the supposition 
that the Archbishop would have an easy 
time administrating an Ecclesiastical 
Province comprising several missionary 
dioceses, the area of which goes to make 
up a goodly proportion of the Dominion 
of Canada. We heartily disagreed with 
the Chancellor, but we were in a minor¬ 
ity of one. 


That part of the Primate’s Charge 
devoted to the subject of “Intensified 
Evangelism” was full of good things. 
He told the story of the self-made man 
from Chicago who addressed a cultured 
visitor from Europe—“Well, we’ve not 
had much time to get at culture here in 
Chicago, but when we do, believe me, 
we’ll make culture hum.” He intimated 
that it was his hope we would not at¬ 
tempt to make evangelism hum. He 
warned us not to be dazzled by tech¬ 
niques employed outside our borders, but 
rather that we should “appreciate and 
use to the full our inherited ways of 
thought and order and worship. Evangel¬ 
ism must “lead to communion and fel¬ 
lowship in a visible concrete body and 
find expression there, in what St. Paul 
calls the family.” If it is to mean any¬ 
thing, Evangelism “must include as an 
essential part of the Apostolic Mission 
and Message with which we as a Church 
are entrusted, the articulation, intensific¬ 
ation, and realization of that embodiment 
of Christian doctrine which we have 
come to know throughout the world as 
the Anglican Communion. Because we 
Anglicans have taken these things too 
much for granted he warned us that we 
were in danger of wrapping our ten 
talents in a napkin. 

Our old friend Mr. T. C. B. Boon, the 
Provincial Archivist, told of ceaseless 
endeavours. He had struck a bargain 
with the Province of Manitoba whereby 
they agreed to house all our historical 
documents in the Provincial Library. 

Archdeacon Plumridge brought in a 
report on Religious Education in the 
schools. This report recommended that 
we “continue to press that provision will 
be made within the various Faculties of 
Education in the three Prairie Provinces, 
to teach the students enrolled in teacher¬ 
training, how to conduct religious exer¬ 
cises, and how to give instruction in 
religion according to an agreed syllabus.” 
Furthermore, it stressed “an agreement 
among the Protestant churches with re¬ 
spect to religious training in the schools 
(otherwise, no instruction whatever can 
be given).” Their final word was: “Unil¬ 
ateral action by any denomination will 
not get us anywhere—we must go for¬ 
ward together, or not at all." 


The Committee on Rural Work re¬ 
ported that the number of Anglicans 
living outside of the larger centres of 
population was diminishing. Their place 
was being taken by people who did not 
belong to our Church “and there is no 
real evidence that we have an effective 
ministry towards them.” One of the 
results of this is a shortage of clergy. 
There will be seventy-seven graduates 
from our theological colleges this year 
and the Church needs two hundred and 
fifty at least. This problem involves 
“diminishing rural congregations .. . short 
tenure of these livings ... a feeling that 
the country is the starting place to be 
avoided if possible or to be vacated at 
the first opportunity.” This Committee 
recommended a fuller use of Lay-readers 
in the unmanned rural areas—a greater 
use of Vacation Schools in those areas— 
an investigation of the basic stipend 
method of remuneration—that the coun¬ 
try rectory be economically adequate 
with a properly equipped study—that the 
Every Member Visitation and Canvass be 
re-assessed in the light of rural work and 
its problems and that it be used in 
country parishes. 


St. Paul’s Cathedral Launches 
World Wide Appeal 

St. Paul’s Cathedral, the “Parish 
Church of the Commonwealth” has 
opened an appeal for the restoration of 
the great landmark of the city of London 
and masterpiece of Christopher Wren. 

Another St. Paul’s—a timber and 
wooden structure, served as the spiritual 
center of the city of London as many 
as 1350 years ago. Today’s structure, 
with its famous dome was a symbol of 
hope for the whole world ten years ago 
as it stood out week after week against 
the fires in Cheapside. This massive 
building seen against the smoke and 
flames of London was the most famous 
silhouette of the past war. 

Now we are asked to help preserve 
and maintain the building. The Cathedral 
is asking for 400,000 pounds to complete 
war damage repairs to the altar, the East 
End and north trancept. The electrical 
wiring system must be renewed. A new 
Choir School building has to be built, 
and the Chapter House, gutted by fire 
and bombs has to be restored.

Since the last contribution to the 
“Churchman” from this Parish, all our 
church organizations have held their 
Annual Meetings with a view to making 
their individual reports at the Annual 
Parish Meeting on Friday, January 27th. 
Grateful thanks are due to all officials 
of these organizations for so willingly 
giving of their time and energy to the 
corporate benefit of the church commu¬ 
nity. We would especially remember the 
Churchwardens and Vestry and the Sun¬ 
day School Superintendent and teachers 
for their unflagging effort and interest in 
the work of the Church. 


The Afternoon and the Happy Hour 
groups of the W.A. report a successful 
year’s operation in catering to banquets, 
running card parties and running a cater¬ 
ing booth during the town fair and on 
Sports Day, and another at the hockey 
rink during the season. For the present 
year in the Afternoon Group the presi¬ 
dent will be Mrs. J. R. Robson; secre¬ 
tary, Mrs. Urquhart and treasurer, Mrs. 
Hodgson, while in the Happy Hour 
Group these offices will be filled res¬ 
pectively by Mrs. R. J. Cosh, Mrs. W. 
B. Novak and Mrs. O.R.I. Stephens. 

The Men’s Club made short work of 
the election of officers, J. V. Kneale as 
president, J. R. Robson as vice-president 
and W. J. Fooks as secretary-treasurer 
being re-elected in very short order. A 
review of the past year showed that nine 
regular supper meetings were held, and 


two shows, one by Wainwright Dramatic 
Group and one by Eric Christmas, were 
sponsored. The club has been able to 
hand a good sum to the Building Fund 
as a result of this work. In addition a 
Junior Men’s Club was formed and is 
now making good progress. 

The Dramatic Society, newly formed 
and, as yet, unfledged, is endeavouring 
to produce its first play. Christmas and 
New Year activities amongst other things 
have conspired during the past few 
weeks to defeat this object, but the 
players are making a determined effort 
to get the production on the boards. 

The Badminton Club has attracted a 
larger number of adherents this year and 
play on Tuesday evenings is in full swing. 
A party was planned just before Christ¬ 
mas, but had to be postponed until Jan¬ 
uary 24th. The season will close with a 
tournament which, it is hoped, will pro¬ 
mote some worthwhile competition. 

The Chancel Guild has worked quietly 
and very well indeed at their self-impos¬ 
ed task, while the choir members have 
been working hard and producing good 
results, especially at Christmas, under 
the direction of Mrs. Minchin. As with 
other choirs, ours is handicapped by a 
shortage of tenor voices. A man does not 
have to be a Gigli to fit in here, and an 
unending search is in progress to aug¬ 
ment this section of our choir. 

At the time of writing we are in the 
midst of a Week of Prayer during which 
time very satisfying services involving an 
exchange of preachers are being held. 
During the coming Lenten period, a ro¬ 
tation of preachers between the Parishes 
in this area is planned for the mid-week 
services. 

The weather has played havoc with 
countryside communications during the 
past weeks, and it' is very gratifying to 
be able to report that the attendance 
at services in country points has been 
good in spite of the difficulties. Very 
few cancellations have been made, and 
in some cases where the regular meeting 
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places have been inaccessible, services 
have been held in private houses. 

By the time this report appears, Con¬ 
firmation classes will again be under 
way. From the classes held last summer 
and early fall has emerged the idea of a 
fortnightly Discussion Group. This 
group will shortly commence its meet¬ 
ings, and, to start with, hopes to discuss 
comparative religions. 

A very happy and satisfactory Annual 
Meeting of Parishioners was held on 
Friday evening, January 27th, when, 
despite the extreme cold and stormy 
weather, a good representation of the 
parish sat down to a pot luck supper 
arranged by the ladies of the two Ver¬ 
milion branches of the W.A. The hap¬ 
piness and satisfaction arose from the 
fact that progress had been made in 
every department of the work of the 
Church; large numbers of services had 
been held in the area, Sunday School 
attendance was still on the increase, and 
three new organizations were active in 
the life of the parish. On the material 
side improvements were still being car¬ 
ried on with the final stuccoing for the 
Church and north side addition which 
provides accommodation for the Rector’s 
study, storage, and additional Sunday 
School room. Church giving had kept 
up despite the fact that economic con¬ 
ditions were not so good, and the debt 
of the Parish had all been wiped out. 
The sweeping renovation program started 
ten years ago, which has seen a new rec¬ 
tory, a new hall, and a completely re¬ 
novated and modernized Church, has 
been accomplished and practically com¬ 
pletely paid for. Reports were given by 
the officers of all the parish organizations 
which merely emphasized wbat we all 
know so well of the terrific work car¬ 
ried on and the tremendous contribution 
made by each of them. 

The Rector commented on the very 
fine reports given by the various or¬ 
ganizations saying that here we had 
tangible evidence of the health and 
vigour of our parish life. He commented 
on the tremendous effort and sacrifice 
that had brought us to a position where 
we were fortunate in having a very fine 
set of buildings, a happy active congre¬ 
gation, and a healthy financial situation, 
but that this did not mean that we 
should rest on our laurels. In this year 
of intensified evangelism, he suggested 
that we might pause and take stock by 
asking ouselves three questions: 

Has each one of us been an evangelist 
to the extent that he has taken the Good 
News to at least one other who has not 
heard it, and helped to bring him into 
the fellowship of the church? 

How many young men and young wo¬ 
men have gone from our parish to take 
up full time work for our Lord and Sa¬ 
viour Jesus Christ? 

What is the proportion of our Church 
funds that has been spent on the work 
of the Church outside our parish as com¬ 
pared with that spent on ourselves? 

“If the answers are good, let us make 
them better, and if not, let us try, with 
the help of God, to make them so.”

The week of Prayer interdenomina¬ 
tional services which were held in Jan¬ 
uary were very well attended, with an 
average attendance of 95; the final ser¬ 
vice being held in St. Saviour’s with 
105 persons present. The theme of all 
these services being that of Evangelism. 

We are looking forward very much 
to the annual visit from our Bishop in 
preparation for which four Confirmation 
classes are being conducted in various 
parts of the parish. 

Eleven of our men were fortunate in 
being able to attend the Annual Dio¬ 
cesan Laymen’s Dinner in Edmonton 
where the words of Bishop Greenwood 
were an inspiration to all who heard 
him. 

The first of our med-week Lenten 
services was held on Ash Wednesday, 
and the good attendance in spite of the 
extreme cold and blowing snow augurs 
well a successful series. 

A most successful Pancake Supper 
was sponsored by the Happy Hour 
Group of the W.A. in February; the 
Afternoon Branch of the W.A. catered 
to a banquet and has been holding two 
whist drives a month; the Chancel Guild 
put on a Strawberry Tea to help provide 
flowers for the Altar; and besides all 
this the ladies have been running the 
hot-dog and coffee concession at the 
home games of the Vermilion hockey 
team!

a family, with the members concerned 
for one another.” Most people felt that 
the literature was more or less passable. 
They didn’t indulge in diatribes. How¬ 
ever, one Vicar lets us have it straight 
from the shoulder: “I have always been 
of the opinion that most Anglican litera¬ 
ture is too wordy, and therefore lacking 
in attraction.” Don’t tell anybody that 
we told you so, but we have a secret 
sympathy with the opinion of this parson. 
One man thinks the literature is excell¬ 
ent. Another wants more material on 
Diocesan needs. If the members of Rural 
Deaneries have any ideas on this subject 
we shall be only too glad to receive them. 

The General Synod Committee of 
Every Member Canvass met in Toronto 
during the second week in February. 
A good deal of time was spent in 
considering the new literature for 1956. 
Two other things were emphasized. In 
any canvess it is fatal to mail the pledge 
cards to the congregation, regardless of 
the manner in which they are picked up. 
The canvasser should carry the pledge 
cards wtih him, and he should only 
produce a card when he has provided 
the parishioner with a good deal of 
cogent information. We are sorry if we 
appear to natter away at parishes in 
both country and city on this score, but 
you can see where we get our ideas 
from. The second note of emphasis was 
on getting returns in to headquarters 
within a couple of years of the deadline. 
We took quick avoiding action and hid 
behind the ample cassocks of the par¬ 
ochial clergy, and said it was all their 
fault because they didn’t send back the 
forms which were assiduously mailed 
to them. The meeting was quite shat¬ 
tered when we produced our pink form 
—the distillation of all the wisdom in 
the green forms. And now it is pleasant 
for everyone to reflect that two little 
pink forms nestle together in a file in 
Toronto—one from the Diocese of 
Toronto and one from this western 
wilderness.
